December 31, 1931 

We were all up early this mornig bo as not to 
miss anything of beauty and interest before or after 
reaohing the Island of New Providenoe and entering the 
harbor of Nassau. 

Nassau the capital of the island is a oity 
of some 16,000 population and dates back to the year 
1729 * Shortly after breakfast we hove -in sight of 
the Island of New Providenoe and by 9 A. *.■ we were 
anohored in the lakbor. The going in was fasoinating 
“nd beautiful. The oity is on a ooral strand whioh 
rises gently from the waters edge and is wonderfully 
attractive and beautiful, especially to those of us 
Who have only recently left the wintery north. 

Prom the approaoh to the oity from 
ii has been disoribed as follows. 







"The ooean of deep sapphire suddenly chan 
gee to a lagoon of emerald green surrounded by 
shores of snow-white ooral sand. Beyond, the whit 
limestone houses of the town, intermingled with trrn

All went ashore today hut Dor8ett,& T 0y 
remained aboard to catch up with some of the notes arid 
other work whioh has gotten somewhat behind and realy 
must be kept up for on a trip of this kind each day, 
especially when the Utowana is at anchor, bringB its 
own work and responsibilities. I, (Dorsett) plan to 
keep my field notes as neary up to date as possible 
and also to divelop each night the pictures made 
during that day, by so doing I will not only be able to 
know what pictures I get but also prevent any possible 
loss on account of not developing the filmB until I 
return to Washington. 

January 3, 1932. 

The morning was fine and everything points to 
its going to be a fine day. About 9 o'olook Dr. Fair- 
child, Messrs Loomis,.Toy and Dorsett went ashore. 

We were met by Mr. D. Lawrence who took us in his car 
to visit a number of interesting sections of the ial- 
on. We looked up a number of Bread Fruit trees, Arto - 
oarpuB inoisa, but were not successful in finding any. 
either in flower or fruit. Mr. Laurence showed ua a 
young Bread Fruit whioh he Bald bears seedless fruit* 
we seoured some terminal shoot outtings whioh we wili 
try to root in a wcrdian oase aboard.

During the days explorations we saw quite a 
number of, bo oalled "Jumble" Bean horses, mutes and 
donkeys and secured a fairly good picture of a horse 
fthioh Dr. Fairchild inspected at close range. 

Mr. Fisher the looal American Consul and his 
wife were aboard for mid-day lunch. The guests left 
rather early after lunch and about 4,00 P.M‘. we weighed 
anchor and steamed out of the harbor of Nassau en rout 
Cat Island where we are due to arrive between 8 or 10 
tomorrow morning. On the way out we made a couple of 
panorama piotures , One shortly after getting under 
way and the other further out. The latter shows a 
large commercial passenger steamer heading her way in 
to Nassau and in the background the light house and 
beyond the City of Nassau. 

It has been a glorious day and we have had 
a most interesting and wonderful time. The piotures 
ma4 « today follow.

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Shortly after landing we met a Mr. Brown th 
bort loultarlBt and one of the more Important men on the 
island and we were fortunate to get In touch with him 
for he gave UB considerable information relative to 
the inhabitants and the conditions and activities on 
the island. 

Mr. Brown told us that at one time they produoed 
considerable sisla but that now the price was too low 
to juBtify Its being grown and that tomatoes had taken 
its place. He also told us that at one time casoarllla 
bark produotion was of commercial importance but 1 b now 
not worthwhile. The growing of pineapple," which at one 
time was quite profitable has been discontinued. Cajava, 
corn, pigeon peas and beans, (A white pole bean which 
is very similar to the lima bean) are some of the more 
important food crops now being produoed on the island. 

'.Ve spent a very pleasant and interesting after¬ 
noon on the island and seoured seed of a few interesting 
Plants, also a few myriapods, and zologioal speoimenB 
and made a few pictures. 

While ashore we were told that we were the first 
r <*al visitors to the island in three years. Ibis might 
' >e a good place to spend a quiet vacation, for one sur 
1? would be out of touch with the world and there wouftd 
little if anything to detract from the quietude of the 
Place or the solitude of the individual. 
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When we returned to the yacht we learned 
that Mr. Armour and the captain had decided, on account 
of the likelyhood of again getting aground if they tri¬ 
ed to get away in the dark, that we would lie at anchor 
where we were and get out in the morning when we could 
see and use the lead and line. We were about 45 minuits 
in making the run run from the dock at Arthur Town bach 
to the Utowana. 

Dr. Fairohild put a small snake and a small 
lizard we captured on the island in the same vile for 
safe keeping. After returning to the yacht he took 
the bottle out of the carrying bag and was surprised 
to find that the snake was the only thing in sight 
but from appearances EUXI*lU£S both specimens were in 
the bottle but the lizard was Inside of the sna.:e.

By about 9.00 A*M. we were in eight of Cat island, 
renown in history as the island on which Christopher 
Columbus first landed in thAe hemisphere, October is, 19 
1492. As there is no harbor or oharted course to Arthur 
Town, the principle Tillage on the island, we were feeling 
onr way, by sight as well as by lead and line to get 
in fairly close to the island when we soraped heavily 
on a carol reef. Fortunately we were not stuok and 
Captain Williams and Mr. Armour soon had the yaoht bec¬ 
ked off and Blowly worked her about until we were in 3 
or 4 fathoms of water and then oast anohor.

Saucy Bell, I believe, dubbed him "Whiskers". We learned 
* rom the DorBett family that at one time the inhabiteno 

ma4e and exported salt in oommeroial quantities. However,

kurrioanes and not having been repaired, the salt ponds 
hav « are now in rewins and no salt is produced. 
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Corn and sweet potatoes are now the prl|l 
orops produced on the island. At one time 00nBld# 
able agave fiber, sisal was produced but now there 
is none to be had. Sapodillas , in so far as w e * 6r , 
able to learn is the only fruit growing there, wlth 
the exception of a small quantity of oooonuts. 

The portion of the island over which we tra 
mped is for the most part ooral rock and sand, with

We found in the market a most interesting, small, 
. ’Jail shaped pepper. It was quite different from 
any pepper we have yet seen and impressed us as well worthy 
of introduction, so we secured some for seed. The fruit

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We also saw and seoured seed of a very nl 
looking small, red, smooth skin tomato which iop re 
ssed us as being worth while. It is said to have a 
long season, for the market men tell us that it i 8 
the first to oome in in the spring or early season 
and the last to he found on the market when the sea 
son is over. 

In addition to the foregoing we seoured 
quite a lot *f interesting facts about gardening 
and fruit growing in this and nearby regions and 
also made a number of pictures whioh we trust will 
turn out to be good. 


After finishing in the market we called 
at the home of Mrs. Edward George, in Nassau who 
we were told had a very nioe and interesting gar¬ 
den of ornamental and fruiting plants. We found

George'a home m the afternoon 
and found it a moBt charming plaoe. l n a sunken area 
ant out of the ooral lime atone rook *a an interesting 
fern garden and her collection of pallia quite large 
and extremely interesting and we aeoured piotureB and 
aeed of a number of them. There was two eeedleaa Bread¬ 
fruit trees in the garden, one of whioh Mrs. George told 
us was more than 100 years old. 

Climbing a shrub at one of the inner gates near 
the residence and scrambling up over one of the windows 
and about the corner of one of the buildings was an 
attractive asparagus vine, A variety we have not before 
seen and with whioh none of us were acquainted. It bears 
along its stems the. ground up, small spikes of white 

flowers delicately tinged with pink. The flower spikes 
are an inch or more in diameter and up to, I should say, 

6 inches or suoh a matter in length. The flowers are 
email but clustered very thickly on the flower branohes 
and have a delicate and pleasing fragrance, See pictures

relative to native fruitB and vegetable we met Captain 
Albert Pinder, the skipper of the "Shamrook" He gave 
ue a lot of information about vegetable and fruit, esp¬ 
ecially that grown at Spanish Wells, on Eleuthara Island 
He also gave us some very interesting information about 
Spanish Wells. 

The village contains something like 600 homes 
and the famiLies are all white. We were told that there 
is not a colored family living at Spanish Wells and 
that only rarely do nigeroes come there to work. In 
view of what we learned regarding the place it was 
arranged that the Captain, who is returning to Spanish 
Wells, his home, in the morning would, oall by the 
Utowan;. and that three of our party would go up with him 
We were advised that normally only about 6 hours is 
required to make the run. 

It was decided last night aboard the Utowana 
, Dr. Fairdhild, Toy and Dorsett would go in the 
®arly morning with Captain Pinder and as a result 
we arranged everything before we retired . 

This morning we were up about 5,30 for an 
ear ly breakfast for us three. About 6,30 the "Shamrook 
Pulled along side and with our luggage we wen 
SAggway and £ot aboard and within a few minui j 
he *aed in a notheasterly direction on our way to Spanish

The villags population is something like 600 or 
700 people, all blacks. The people do not look to he 
especially prosperous. .We secured seed and specimens of 
eeTeral interesting plants. They were pioked up here 
and there on the short walk. We also made a few pictures 
these will appear at the end of todays notes. 

We arrived a short distance outside of the port of 
Spanish »ells about 3.30 P. IS. and on account of the hour 
and the lowness of the tide we oould not go in on the 
launch, therefore we transferred to a row-boat with 
dicker po*er. After getting ashore Ihe Captain took the 
three of us. Dr. Pairohild, Mr. Toy and myself, to the 
home of Mr. and Mrs.Albury and to them explained our 
“iasion to Spanish Walls. It was Boon arranged that Dr. 
^Airohiid and Dorsett were to remain over night with the 
Albury* s and that Mr. Toy wWould gd with the Captain and 
re »ain over night With him and hie family. We aleo 
Arranged with the Captain to have his father. Captain

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remaining hours of day light so that we may see as 
much of interest as possible before bed time. 

Spanish Wells is on a quite small island, it 
is about a half a mile across by about a mile in 
length and naturally the operations of farming, 
gardening and fruit growing there are extremely 
limited. These are carried on Gun Point, Eleuthra 
Island, where we plan to go tomorrow. 

We found growing on the Island, under the 
most primitive agricultural practices imaginable, 
Tomatoes, onions, corn, casave and sugar cane. We 
were told that by far the greater part of the island 
is unoleared. In the outskirts of the village we 
saw a few citrus trees and was told by the Captain 
that some 16 years ago, orange growing there waB 
■jnlte an Important Industry but that the "Blue Sray 
and Blaoh fly praotloally killed all the trees, the 
same as this pest has done at Eleuthra Bluff. 

The present population hsa sprung^ ptlmarl- 
auy from a oomparatitely few old original families, 
and those whloh predominate in the tillage today.

The amuBementa for the young, are oonfined almost 
wholy to social games of various kinds. 

.Ye enjoyed a good supper withe the Albury's. 

Th$y served boiled pork, slioed tomatoes, cabbage, tomato 
and onion slaw, bread, butter and tea. They also served 
oaaava bread. It was dark colored and about the con¬ 
sistency of guava, paste. It was fairly sweet and appear¬ 
ed to us more like a conserve than tike bread. It was 
a new dish to us and we thought very good. 

During the evenings conversation, it was arran- 
ged that Mr. Toy would come up and take breakfast with 
as at the Albury's so that we oan get an early start, 
tomorrow morning, for Gun Point, where we are soeduled 
to spend a good part of the day looking over the farming, 
Vegetable and fruit growing in that region.

, 8m all Doat propelled by a kicker and after a comparati¬ 
vely short run, about a half an hour 1 should say, we 
tied up on the beach at Gun Point. 

The land on Gun Point ore Crown lands, whioh 
b8 va been set aside for the use of the inhabitants of 
Spanish Wells, and that too without expense to them. 

Ae we understand the' proposition any member of the 
oolony is at liberty to' seleot an acre of land on Gun 
point and clear and plant it to whatever orop br crops 
he desires. It appears tb us that without any super¬ 
vision there is grave chances of confusion and miss- 
understandings but we were told that they do not occur 
The land'which is for the most part a redish 
sandy soil with an abundance of ooral rook both large 
and Bmall appears to be fairly productive. However, 
the methods and practices of the handling of both the 
la nd and the orops whioh are being grown are extremely 
primitive and shiftless. 

We found growing here on cultivated areas and 
raore or less intermingled, onions, tomatoes, cabbage, 
°errots, beets, corn, sweet potatoes, sapodillas, sugar 
a PPles, bananas, and casava or manihot. In United 
States we would not call these practices and operations. 
ae they appear to us, either gardening, fruit growing, 
fa rming or' trucking. I was surprised in this age of 
n iightenment to find such conditions. 
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Our visit to Gun Point was interest 
and we enjoyed the time spent there, even th 0 ^ 
was not what we expected. By about 10 o'oloc 1 ^ 
were back In Spanish Wells and put in the ti me ^ 
ween that and about 11 A.M. whan wa boarded the** 1 ' 
Shamrock, for our return trip, in ma kin 6 pi.tj,. 

The trip back to Kaeaau waa una,entf 01 
and without misahap of any kind. when „ e reao]wa ‘ 
the Utowana wa found that Mr. Mott and Mlse Et.

We broke anohor sometime during last ni¬ 
ght or early this morning and pulled out from Great 
Inauga en route for the uninhabited island of Beata 
This island whioh we anticipate will be most 
interesting is located a short distance to the south¬ 
west of the wxtreme southern tip of the island of 
Dominica. 


Throughout the day we steamed along the 
southern coast of Haiti, some times quite close in 
and then again - further out to sea but never out of 
sight of land."

Thy also got some good size Baracuda, A vioious, 
fish which many refuse to eat. Mr. Armour told us

We then board; ed motor cars and drove in a nor¬ 
therly direction,along the beach, for Borne two or three 
hours before we came to the ranch of Mr B. S. Davis. 

It is from there that we will assend Mount 
Misery. We arrived at the ranch about 9 o'clock in 
the morning and were there for about a half an hour 
getting a guide and some one to carry the luggage. 

The flavis ranch is an old time sugar es¬ 
tate of many hundreds of acres of land and on it are 
several old Dutoh windmills whioh can be seen from the 
home place.

Dominica is classed as the largest of the 
leeward Islands and third in size of the British West 
Indies. It is recorded that the island is 16 miles 
wide and some 29 miles in length and contains 291 square 
Biles. 

It is here that there is a fine Botanioal 
harden which was established in 1891, during the goven- 
ership of Sir William Haynes-Smith. Hr. Charlesliurray 
of the Edinburgh Botanic Gardens was its first Curator 
httt in 1889 (realy before the aotual work of laying 
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The garden lies directly behind the ci$y 
of Roseau and within, only, about ten minuits wan 
from the landing. It is in a hollow and back of tt 
to the East is Morne Bruce which rises above it to 
an elevation of some 500 feet, On this elevated i a . 
nd or plateau is the Morne Refreshaent Rooms and al¬ 
so a military burial-ground. The steep western 
slope of Morne Bruce is included in the Botanical 
Garden which in all embraces (with the low land) 

44 acres. 


Since the original conception of the gar* 
den, additional nearby land and at Marne Bruce 


have been added, from time to time, for experiments 
with citrus and rubber as well as other economic 
orop plants. The total area now occupied by the 
garden popper and in its nursery and experimen¬ 
tal plantings is 60 acres. 


Tk® garden is nioely located and is 
supplied with water from the Roseau River whieb 
is also the source of water supply for the city.

I was a most won- 
de rful experience and I feel sure tha it was greatly 
enjoyed by each and every one of us. 

We sailed to the southwestward of the 
island of Martinique and as near in shore as the 
Captain knew was safe. The open sea was pretty 
rough and the majority of the expedition party were 
more or less indisposed and of little use in so far 
as working was conoerned* However, in the lee of 
Martinique the sea was so much smoother than in the 
open that we spent most of the time on deck. The 
view of Jiont Pele 4, 500 feet above sea level and 
the highest mountain on the island, was simply grand 
and we seoured some very good piotures of her, from 
the deok of the Utowana. 

We had a great time inspecting the 
southwestern shore of Martinique, both with and with¬ 
out the field glasses And spent the greater part of the 
time in doing Just that thing.

was manned by the English who fortified its summit 
and from this inaooessable position fired upon the 
French ships, en route to and from Fort Royal, Mar¬ 
tinique.

loomlB, Toy and I (Dorsett) hired a 
motor car and about 8.30/Struck out for the south- 
ern and more dryer portion of the island to see 
what we could find there in the way of interesting 
plant material worthy of introduction. 

. On the dry and more or less rocky side 
of the island we found the large leaved Sea Grape, 
Goccoloba nubescens, growing in abundance and in 
Borne instances, especially on the lower lands, where 
apparently there was more moisture, luxuriously. 

tfe were not, however, able to find any 
mature seed but were able to get a few young 
plants which we have hopes of getting to grow. .Ve 
alBo found in full fruit, a large leguminous tree 
doing well in the valley areas, lymenaea courbarjj . 
This species grows into a fine open-healed tree, 

50 feet or more in height and with its large, red- 
iBh-brown seed pods is striking and attractive. We 
secured a quantity of seed of this tree for trial 
in South Florida and southern California. In addi¬ 
tion to the few things noted we secured seed of 
a promising wild pea which was doing well, on 
dry soil in exposed situations as well as of a n 0 ®" 
of other interesting plants from that dry regi° B *

The sky was over cast and rain threatened 
at 6.30 in the morning when we hoisted the hook and 
steamed out of the snug little harbor of Castries, 
St. Lucia, en route to our next port of call at 
Kingstown; St. Vincent, 

Kingstown, the capital is located near the 
southwestern portion of the island and is only 
Borne 30 miles from Castries. The island is of vol¬ 
canic origen and has/mountain ridge from north to 
South. The volcano Soufriere at its northern e nd 
is 4,o48 feet in height. It erupted in May 19° 2 
and as a result nearly one-third of the island was 
devastated and something like 2,000 people lost 
their lives. The island is 11 miles wide and l fl 
miles long and oontainB 133 square milesi 

Kingstown is reported to be one of the 
Picturesque spots in the I:

It was just about l^O P. LI. then we pull 
ed Into the harbor of Kingstown and dropped anchor 
in the bay, only a comparatively short distance off 

shore. 

As soon as the necessary formalities of 
the port were complied with and a launch could 
be lowered and made ready, Mr. Armour, Dr. and 
Lire. Fairchild, Messrs Loomis and Toy went ashore. 
Miss Haney Bell Fairchild and I (Dorsett) remained 
aboard and spent the remainder of the afternoon 
developing pictures, changing herbarium specimen 
blotters and working with seed and other plant 
propagating material and also in getting some of 
our field notes in shape. 

When those who went ashore returned 
later in the afternoon, for supper, they brought 
with them seed and specimens of several interesting 
plants and also gave a very pleasing account of the 
city and the old Botanical Garden. 

Kingstown the Capital of the island is 
recorded as having a population of 3,900.

tree was introduced by Captain Bligh in 1793, This 
quite probably accounts for the many bread-fruit 
trees now growing in Kingstown and throughout the 
island. 

From the'Botanioal Garden, Dr. Fairchild, 

Mr. ioomis and 1 motored across to the eastern shore 
of the island, to Mesopotamia. The eastern side of 
the island is much dryer and more arid. En route 
there and back we saw many fine Mango trees, but they 
were not in fruit, also gread-fruit trees in great 
abundance, some few of whioh were in fruit. 7/e also 
saw and passed by many Sugar-cane fields, Gotton 
plantings, Oasava and Arrowroot, Haranta arundinacea. 

On a small mountain stream, near Mesopotamia, 
W8 saw an arrowroot starch factory in operation and 
stopped for a while to ieek it over, tfe were told 
that they also manufacture casava starch and that 
the roots of the bitter in place of the sweet variety 
are used. The reason given was that the bitter 
variety produces the largest amount of roots. 

Cn this trip we secured some seed and 
herbarium specimens and a few nice pictures.

At 16 minutea to 3 in the afternoon we 
dropped anchor off the sea-coast village of Bequia 
on the island of the Bame name and shortly thereafter 
Dr. Fairohild, Messrs. Loomis, Toy and Dorsett went 
ashore in the small launch to visit the village and 
see what we could find, in the interum between about 
4, P. M. and sundown. 

There was nothing of extraordinary interest 
in the village and we passed through and headed into 
the nearby cultivated fields and native bush. The 
principle field crop we saw was Pigeon Peas. The 
varieties grown here are "iVhiper" or "Willow Stem" 
and "Rose". The latter, by those with whom we talked 
said the variety "Rose" is considered the best, but 
that both are good. 

The lerminalia, or so called "Tropical Almond" 
grows to be fine large trees 4n this island. 

After returning to the yacht late in the 
after noon and talking things over it was deoided 
that it would not be worthwhile to spend any more 
time in exploring on Bequia, however we remaind for 
the night here and will get out sometime tomorrow 
morning for our next port of call, Cannouan.

The morning was clear and Bunshiny and the 
a ir delightfully clear and bright and it was Just 
glorious to be up and about. We pulled out of 
Bequia rather early and after a very pleasant ride 
0 f somethin ; less than 20 miles nan dropped anchor 
8 t 9.15 in the forenoon a short distance off shore 
of the village and island of Cannouan . This is a 
small islend containing less than 1700 acres of land, 
and we understand that it is without a fresh water 
supply and that once a week,water for drinking and 
the domestic use of the small population, is brought 
in by the Government (British). 

Dr. Pairohild, Messrs. Loomis, Toy and 
Dorsett went ashore in the small launoh and a short 
exploration trip over a fairly good size portion of 
the western side of the island. We found the principal 
crops to be Pigeon Peas, Cotton, and tomatoes. 

Tamarinds in the wild appear to do remarkabely 
well here, also Lablab or Doliohos beans. We secured 
seed and a few pictures of the more important plants 
we found in the short round up and returned to the 
yacht and shortly thereafter we were en route to our 
next port of call, liayraan island some 15 

miles or such a matter furthet south.

This matter of making an island a day and 
some times two in one day is not what it is cracked up 
to be, especially when one takes into account the 
handling of the collections, making pictures and 
writing up field notes. 

Dr. Fairchild and Mr. Loomis returned 
home (to the yacht) about 6 in the evening. They 
secured a few things but nothing of any very 
great interest. Perhaps the most important plant 
secured, was a white fruited fig, Ficus sp. Howeve , 
the fruit of this fig, when ripe is redish to redish- 
brown. They did not report anything striking or 
of any very great interest either regarding the plant 
life or general appearance of the island. 

On account of the accumulated plant work, 
"bioh realy must be taken care of before bringing 
“ore material aboard and also the pictures and field 
*°tes to be gotten in shape, we prevailed upon Mr. 
A rmour hold the yacht here for a day, Tomorrow.

We were up early this morning and 

as soon as breakfast was finished the entire 
expedition part retired to the library and lab¬ 
oratory and pitohed into the problems of the day 
with zest and a full determination to clean up, 
during the day, of inactiveness ashore, as much 
as possible of the plant material, herbarioum 
specimens, pictures and note making which has accu¬ 
mulated on account of the pace set during the past 
few days. 

In addition to remaining at anchor here 
at ilayreau throughout the day we will also lay here 
over night and make our way to Garriacou, our next 
port of call, tomorrow by daylight. Remaining at 
anchor also gave us a longer time in which to get 
our work in shape because we will not be on a roll¬ 
ing sea. 

At bedtime all were pretty well fagged 
and glad the day was over but at the same time we

It is reoorded that the name "Xick-em-Jenny" 
is probably a corruption of "Cay qui gene" "The Cay 
or island which bothers one; for the sea is often 
very rough in this neighbourhood". 
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With the exception of Dorsett, the expedition 
party went ashore for exploration work. Dr. Fairchild 
and Mr. Loomis went'to the Botanical Garden to see 
if there was anything there of interest and of which 
seed or other plant propagating material is desired 
and Mr. Toy went to the Agricultural Experiment 
Station to look it over and get what he oould of 
interest. Dorsett remained aboard and devoted his time 
to getting a box or package ready for shipment from 
here tomorrow, by commercial steamer, due to arrive 
in Hew York on February 16th.

Dorsett also put up a parcel of seed and other 
plant propagating material to be sent via Air Mail 
Express from Port of Spain, Trinidad, when we reach 
there a little later on, perhaps in three or four days, 
from now.

./hen the boys who went ashore in the morning 
returned late in the afternoon they gave a very 
pleasing and interesting account of the Botanical 
Garden and Experiment Station and also of what they 
say in the city and elsewheiP on the island, ./hat they 
saw and learned was of sufficient importance to 
Justify our remaining m port at least for another 

day. 
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As we. Dr. Fairchild. Lasers. T 0 y aa^ 
Dorsett were getting ashore, about 8 o'clock in ^ 
the morning, preparatory to making a trip into the 
mountains and dryer section of the island, leaving 
Mr. Loomis to come ashore later to visit the Botan¬ 
ical Garden to collect seed and get pictures, a 
commercial steamer docked and unloaded some 300 
or 400 tourists. When we got ashore, we found 
to our chagrin that there was not a motor car to 
be had for love or money, all having been eng¬ 
aged several days before for the tourists. Hot 
being able to proceed as we had planned, we walk¬ 
ed over to the Botanical Garden to look it over 
more critically and get a few pictures. We had 
only been there an hour or such a matter when we 
were joined by Mr. Loomis. 

r he offioals at the Garden called sev¬ 
eral gararges and finely succeeded in getting 
a oar for us. The motor car arrived about 11 
o clock and we were soon off for the southeastern 
and more arid section of the island. As, perhaps 
a to have been expected we found the region e*° e ~ 
ely dry and as a result comparatively little 
°* Merest to collect. 

The morning trip being somewhat dis¬ 
jointing we returned to St. George early in 
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the afternoon and at 4 o'olook headed for Avondale 
in the mountains, Borne 10 miles or so out of St 
George. ThiB trip was made for the purpose of 
seeing and inspecting a llutraeg plantation. 

The Hutmeg industry dates back to the early 
eighties of the last oentury and is one of the most 
interesting and romantic plant industries known. It 
is one over which men have fought and died and 
countries have been lost and won. 

The industry on the island, today yields 
from 1200 to 1500 bags of nutmegs of 200 pounds 
each but the price iB such, 6 cents per pound, as 
to hardly pay for their harvesting, liace, the 
fleshy arillode or falBe aril after being dried is 
a valuable and staple product of commerce. 

Thr ride to Avondale, over the winding, 
sometime., hair-pin ourres through the moentains 
was glorious and very muoh enjoyed ty all.
